OMMEL'S Afrika Korps has crossed the “draw-bridge” 
into the fortified area of Tunis and Bizerte. It passed 
through the lines of von Arnim's troops guarding the outer 
rim of these defenses and is now reorganizing and re- 
covering its breath after the long “home run” from El 


It is reported that the Allies have oc- 
| “éfipied Enfidaville on the sea coast. Of 
course, we do not know where the main 
defenses of the intrenched camp are and, 
therefore, the fall of Enfidaville may 
mean anything, from the distant ap- 
proach to the main defenses by the Al- 
lies to their breaching. Next week will show. 

Meanwhile, some astonishing figures reach us from 

London on the strength of the Axis in the Tunis-Bizerte 
place forte. 

Basing our calculations on the figures supplied some 
weeks ago and taking into consideration the losses in- 
curred by Rommel since the beginning of the so-called 
Battle of the Mareth Line, we figured that the Axis could 
not have more than about 150,000 miscellaneous troops 
in Tunisia, with no more than 50,000 Afrika Korps vet- 
¢rans among them. 

| Today we read that London sources say that the Axis 

armies withdrawing into the Tunisian tip total about 
210,000 men, with three-fourths of Rommel army of sea- 
soned veterans.” Now, von Arnim's men did not “with- 
draw” into the tip of Tunisia and, therefore, are, seem- 
ingly, not included in this number. These men numbered 
about 100,000, so that according to this dispatch, the Al- 
lies are facing more than 300,000 men. 

This is either wrong, or all the talk of the losses in- 
flicted on the way to Rommel’s army were so much piffle. 
Let us hope that London simply got its figures mixed up. 
If it didn't the final phase of the battle may last for weeks. 

It is interesting to note that the tabulation of aerial 
losses over Africa for the last weeks shows a ratio of 
2% to 1 in favor of the Allies, which is about the same 

ration as on the Eastern Front. Nowhere have the Ger- 
*} mans been able to establish air superiority (the ratio is 
about 5 to l in the case of the Japanese, and in our favor, 
of course ).
